From London comes word of another result of the 


pioneering hop of C’olonet Lindbergh across the North 


Atlantic which could hardly have been anticipated ct 


the time of Ii is flight. 
It has brought about a radical 


change iii the style of planes of th *1 British Royal Air 


force?. 


W hen 
British 
engineers 
and 
aviation 
experts 
ex­ 


amined "The Spirit of St. Louis" after tho colonel's a r­ 


rival at Croydon airport, they de lured that they found 


nothing about the construction of tho plane, Its engine, 


or the Instrum ents used by him which explained how 


lie was able to maintain a course so rem arkably true 


and hit his destination so unerringly, but th at they were 


i n t ' r es t ed iii the fact that lie showed 
ho little fatigue 


though seemingly not a man of unusual physical powers 


They studied the proposition from all angles, and 


finally reached the conclusion that, while Colonel Lind­ 


bergh’s “courage and grit, his amazing skill as a pilot 


ami as a natural navigator and the reliability of Ids 


entire equipment were largely responsible for the suc- 


i ss of his flight, a considerable part of it was due to 
the design of Ids cabin.” 
They figured out that the col 
e n d sat iii his cabin entirely protected from the ele­ 
m ents, almost "blind” with regard to direct forward 
vision, but in a "flush" of flesh air free from exhaust 
fum es and almost free from the roar of Ills engine. 
No 
British Royal Air force pilot was thus protected, al­ 
though their duties took tin in miles high into Arctic 
tem peratures and blinding gales, their great, engines 
deafening them and at times almost overcoming Hum 
with sickening fumes. 
The result was that the British aviation engineers 
get busy, and the initial tests of w hat may be said to 
be the world’s first salon lighting aircraft show tact 
they figured wisely.

disclosed, lie is able to m anipulate his machine guns 
with the sam e accuracy as if in an ordinary fighting 
machine. 
The British air experts are convinced that “the war 
in the future will he fought in the rarefied air of the 
upper atmosphere, and tim nation possessing aircraft 
th a t protects the pilots against the exterem es of tem ­ 
perature and physical distress will have won half the 
battle at the' outset.” 
it would be a pity were we of America to neglect 
taking advantage of the lesson taught by the flight of 
Colonel Lindbcrg as we neglected for so many years to 
profit by tho invention of Hie W right brothers of a prac­ 
tical heavier-than air flying machine.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Ju n e 3 .--Tho policies of Alex 
:ind*r Hamilton, 
as secretary 
of tho treasury, had 
proved so sound th at when In 
1798 tho governm ent 
deemed it wise to borrow $5,000,000 In preparation for 
the threat'lied war with Fran* *1, It was possible to plare 
the MTurith'S at par. 
A year later another loan of SI,- 
500,000 brought a premium of 5 3 4 per cent. 
Til is 
mount that tho treasury of the United S ta ’*s enjoyed 
sound credit. 
Although the .sums involved were small In comparison 
with tho *• expended today, to raise them required car*- 
fill planning and m ore careful adm inistration. 
F o r ex­ 
ample', an increase iii tho whiskey tax resulted In the 
whiskey rebellion. 
Our foreign affairs ware Involved. 
We w ire paying tribute to tho Barbary States pirates, 
a practice to which wo eventually put a stop by fignt- 
ing the Barbary Staf> s war. 
Iii this period the United 
States navy was begun. 
Forty sail of men o’ war were 
constructed. 
T hat navy cost much less than is now cx- 
pen*l*'*I nu prohibition enforcem ent in o h o year. 
Despite these extraordinary expenses Albert Gallatin, 
Jefferson's secretary of the treasury, was able to report 
In 1807 a ymbite' debt reduced to only $24,880,000—scarce­ 
ly $5 per capita. 
Gallatin was a Swiss im m igrant. 
He 
lacked Ham ilton's lire and Initiative but was a wizard 
at figures and a careful steward, 
lie had been e le ct'd 
to the senate from I’eiinsylvania hut was refused a seat 
by that body because lie had been In tho country less 
than tho constitutional nine years required. 
During this sam e period Jefferson learned th at Spain 
had receded the Louisiana territory lo France. Napoleon 
held sway and, because of his vast m ilitary ambitions, 
I Jefferson did not like him as a neighbor. 
Jefferso n ’s 
proposal to buy Louisiana was bitterly opposed as a 
| great piec e of folly. 
No * i i *' knew what the territory 
was or how far if extended. 
It appeared to the average 
man that a large sum was tieing paid for the single town 
of New Orleans and a wilderness which it would cost 
more to explore than tho te rritory was worth. 
The pries! was $11,250,000 and six per cent bonds In 
that am ount 
were authorized. 
Jt did not prove neces­ 
sary to sell 
these in the domestic m arket; they were 
turned over hi a bundle to Napoleon. 
Tile trouble over shipping with France and England 
had been steadily growing worse. 
More than ten mil­ 
lion dollars 
worth of American 
ships and cargo had 
been seized, file* num ber seized by France exceeding 
that seizer] by England. 
Nevertheless, because of o‘h* r 
*•< nsideratIons, it was upon England that w ar was dc- 
d a r e d —the W ar of 1812. 
It was well that Gallatin had got the treasu ry Info 
so favorable a position, because evil tim es fell. 
’J Ii*’ 
W ar of 1812 was extremely unpopular in New York anil 
New England 
Connecticut, 
it 
will 
tie rem em bered, 
wanted to secede from the Union. 
Had it done so sev­ 
eral other states would have followed. 
C ontrary to mod 
cr.I experience, governm ent war loans w ere undersub 
scribed. 
Bonds bearing ti per cent of a par value of 
lido. bad to be sold fur $80 cash. 
Even such offerings 
were' undersubscribed and both Gallatin and congress 
were opposed to increased taxation to bear the coat of 
tho war. 
The governm ent resorted to Hie Issuance of 
treasury circulating noU'S, bearing 5 2 5 per cent interest 
and convertible info 
6 per cent bonds. 
From 
1812 
through 1815 $32,457,000 of t h e s e were issued, some In 
denominations as low as $3. 
Public finances continued to flourish amazingly in 
spite of large expenditures, 
Spain was paid $5,000,000 
for Florida, $7,000,000 of th** stock of tho freshly reor­ 
ganized Bank of th*' United States was purchased, the 
frontier was fortified and t he naval establishm ent m ain­ 
tained. 
Still the surplus piled up and still debt retire­ 
ment continued. 
There had been a sharp controversy betw een P re si­ 
dent Jackson and the Hank of th*' United States. Congress 
refused to renew the b u lk ’s charter. 
Large qualities of 
interest bearing circulating notes had to he issued. Then 
came tho Mexican war. 
If cost $03,tins,OOO, of which 23 
per cent was met from current revenues and Hie re­ 
m ainder from borrowings. 
The Issue of the war was a happy one and tim es crew 
better. 
Once more debt retirem ent began on a large 
scale, more than $15,000,000 being redeem ed between 
1853 and 1856. 
The failure of tho Bank of Hie United 
States to obtain a renewal of Bs c h arter resulted iii 
the establishm ent of the Independent T reasury System, 
a system 
which continued iii force as tho principal 
governor of tho credit and 
m onetary system of tho 
country until the adoption of the federal reserve act in 
1913.
